Detailed Action 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The pending 
claims are allowed primarily because the limitation to a lanthanide complex wherein the 
ligand L is a B-diketone ligand containing the same or different chain transfer moiety as 
a reactant in preparing a molecularly imprinted polymer according to applicants' claim 1 
and in providing a polymer according to applicants' claims 23 and 34 distinguishes the 
claimed subject matter over the closest prior art to Murray (US 674981 1 ). Murray 
discloses molecularly imprinted polymers comprising chelated lanthanides as well as 6- 
diketone ligating molecules (Example 2), but nowhere teaches or suggests the inclusion 
of a chain transfer moiety in the B-diketone ligand. Nor has examiner found analogous 
art disclosing such a moiety in a context that would have rendered obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art its inclusion in the chelating ligand of Murray. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
